In the communication of page 4/23/2003, on the first page of that office action, applicant was mstructed to show where each of the 
claimed limitations was supported in the specification of a list of claims including 77, 57-63, 67-70, and 71. Applicant only made a 
listing of the elements showing specification support of claim 77 . It is necessary that applicant provide a conq^lete list for each claim 
showing how each of the limitations is supported by the specification- which means listing out each claim and showing where each of 
the limitations is shown in the specification. For limitations such as the ligh blocking layer being non-conductive, it is necessary to 
show what layer it is applicant is referring to, but also where it indicates that the layer is non-conducting. For elements such as the 
transistor which applicant did at least partly address, if other layers are to be some how construed as supporting the element. See 37 
CFR 1.111.
